A LL over the world the past few wreeks people have been celebrating the 
hundredth birthday anniversary of M ark Twain. I believe th a t his 
writings are now being more widely read th an ever in his lifetime, though 
they were highly appreciated then. 
The significant thing about the life of the great American, however. 
Is th a t he was so thoroughly hum an and dem ocratic in all th a t he did. 
He was beloved by all, especially the children—and the great of the earth 
finally bowed before him to pay him honor. 
“Huckleberry Finn” and ’Tom Sawyer” will live so long as characters 
are put into a book. When we read of them we see ourselves in various 
phases of our lives. Mark Twain saw the humorous side of everything, but 
he never separated the hum an side. 
How he hated sham, superstition, 
and dishonesty, no m atter where found. 
Without doubt Mark Tw ain’s life was one of the most interesting lives 
ever lived. To read any of his books, or to read any one of the m any 
biographies of him is to be sure of m any an intellectual thrill. And any 
lover of Mark Twain should read his own biography and the recent book 
that has published his famous epigram s and wise sayings. 
The inspiring thing about M ark Twain, however, was the character of J 
the man. Few men experienced more discouragem ent and set-backs, but 
few ever went through them all with greater courage. 
He worked at 
many jobs. At most of them he was a failure, until he poured out him ­ 
self in his writings. 
Business reverses, home .sorrows and tragedies, and 
many a thw arted dream, did not disturb th a t fine poise and nobleness of 
character. 
I sat in at a big banquet in New York city recently and heard read 
tributes from scores of noted men and women and heard the voices of 
many over a wide radio hook-up, from all over America and many foreign 
lands. It was a thrilling experience. It was a wonderful tribute to a great 
and deeply beloved m an.

The story of Mark Twain’s life, and his achievem ents in literature 
emphasises the value of usefulness in this world.

Franklin, Ohio, Dec. 6 (AP). — A 
village m arshal and a bank cashier 
thw arted a bank hold-up and killed 
one of the robbers Thursday, but two 
other members of the lobber gang, 
<>ne of them wounded, eluded pur­ 
suers after a wild dash for freedom 
In which they abducted two women 
and later two men. 
T he m arshal also was wounded but 
th e two women hostages were freed 
unharm ed when one of them, driv­ 
ing a commandeered car under the 
bandits’ guns, deliberately wrecked 
the fast-traveling machine. 
Dying Gunman Drops $7,000 
Two federal agents, scores of high­ 
way patrolm en and county police 
patrolled roads throughout central 
Ohio searching for the fleeing pair, 
whose partner dropped a bag con­ 
taining $7,000 loot as he was slain 
by M arshal William E. G raham at 
the entrance of the Franklin Na­ 
tional bank. 
■ 
T he two fleeing robbers com m an­ 
deered a bakery truck and two other 
automobiles in their wild flight after 
the women’s car was wrecked. 
\ 
Before the attem pted robbery, the 
three men abducted an automobile 
salesm an and mechanic of Middle­ 
town, Ohio, and left them, bound 
w ith wire and gagged, In a shack 
near Franklin. The mechanic iden­ 
tified the slain robber as one of his 
kidnappers, 
Virgil R. Groves, an electrician, 
passing the bank as the hold-up was 
going on, turned off the ignition and 
pocketed the key of the robbers’ car. 
Mrs. B ertha Burdge. of Miamisburg, 
Ohio, and her sister. Mrs. Edna Bow­ 
lin, driving past in their car, were 
forced to aid the two bandits’ flight. 
"TJiey made me drive,” said Mrs. 
Burdge 
’’I suddenly decided to stop 
somehow and gave the wheel a Jerk 
and over we went.” 
W ith armed possemen close on 
their trail, the robbers scrambled 
from the overturned car and set out 
an foot, soon encountering Alex Jan - 
ecke, 38. bread-truck operator, and 
Frank Cadem. his assistant, both of 
Dayton. 
They commandeered the 
truck. 
Near Yellow Springs, the men 
forced Janecke to block the road 
with the truck 
They stoped a cou­ 
ple. ordered out the driver and sped 
toward Springfield. 
They abandoned the coupe near 
Clifton, nine miles south of Spring­ 
field, stole their fourth machine and 
fled toward Osborn
